Is Accused In 
Phoenix Case 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP)—Mrs. 


Evelyn Ann Smith 
Friday 


night "positively identified" a 
suspect from a police lineup 
as the man who abducted her 
from a busy downtown street 
and held her 24 hours until 
$75,000 ransom was paid. 


The man had staggered into 


a fqrmhouse near the place 
Mrs. Smith was released. Of- 
ficers identified him as Daniel 
Marsin, 41, an unemployed 
welder. 


Police Chief Charles Thomas said 


the 23-year-old mother identified 
Marsin as the man who'kidnaped 
her Wednesday afternoon, drove 
her into the Superstition Mountains 
and held her at gunpoint. 


The ransom was paid the next 


day by her husband, .Herbert 
Smith, a wealthy Phoenix pipe 
and steel company executive. 


Marsin was naked to thfe waist 


when sheriff's 
deputies arrested 


him at the farm house for investi- 
gation. He had but a few pennies 
hi his pockets. He pleaded for wa- 
ter, saying he had become lost 
while hunting for the fabled Lost 
Dutchman gold mine. 


Marsin refused to deny or con- 


firm that he was the kidnaper. 


Convicted of Car Theft 


He was quoted by a police offi- 


cer as having said that he once 
was convicted of a car theft in 
Brooklyn, but "got free ,by paying 
a little money." 
He has an 11-year-old son and 


a daughter, 14, and has been living 
in Phoenix for the past two and a 
half years. 
"It shouldn't take much to break 


this rap." he told a reporter. 


Mrs. Smith told officers after her 


release that the abductor was 35 
to 45 years old, about five feet, 
four inches tall, with dark brown 
hair. 
Her husband told officers after 


he found his wife in the Supersti- 
tion Mountains late Wednesday 
afternoon that he saw her abduc- 
tor only at a distance of 200 feet. 


That morning. Smith said, he 


had received a mysterious tele- 
phone call from a man with "a 
New York or Brooklyn accent" 


The caller advised Smith, he 


•aid. that his golf clubs could be 
picked up at a service station at 
Apache Junction. Smith said he 
hadn't used the clubs recently but 
remembered they had been in his 
wife's car. He called the police. 


Ransom Note/Found 


In the bag Deputy Sheriff Paul 
E. M. Mullenix found a sealed 
ransom note to "Mr. Smith" de- 
manding the $75.000 in cash. 


The young mother is the daugh- 


ter of Carl Weissman. millionaire 
structural steel dealer of Great 
Falls. Mont. 
Mrs. Smith was held captive for 


29 hours after being seized in 
front of a Phoenix beauty parlor. 


A partly burned valise was dis- 


covered in the remains of a 
fare about four miles north of the 
spot where Herbert Smith, the 
victim's husband, paid the ran- 
som. A partially burned pair of 
brown pants and a vacuum bottle 
•were also in the ashes.

-'Windfall' Profits- 
40 Million 
Reaped In 
Housing 


200 Firms Named 
In Abuse Of FHA 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Fed- 


eral Housing 
Administrator 


Albert M. Cole Friday named 
200 corporations as having 
reaped nearly 40 million dol- 
lars in "windfall'' profits on 70 
apartment projects. 
He an- 


nounced the list is being sent 
to the Justice Department. 


An investigation 
of Federal 


Housing Administration abuses 
shows beyond question, FHA an- 
nounced, that some of the apart- 
ment promoters were "aided and 
guided by former top FHA offi- 
cials in the windfall practices." 


The Justice Department was 


asked to take "such civil or cri- 
minal proceedings" as might be 
indicated by the circumstances 
of each case. 


Cole made public the list de- 
veloped -by his deputy, William 
F. McKenna, who is in charge 
of the investigation FHA began 
last April 12. 


Sens. Byrd (D-Va) and Cape- 
hart (R-Ind), among others, have 
charged that serious abuses oc- 
curred under FHA's, "Section 
608" program to provide post- 
war housing for middle income 
families. 


Investigation has shown that 


many of the promoters obtainet 
FHA-insured loans much larger 
than the actual cost of the apart- 
ment projects, and distributed 
the difference to stockholders as 
windfalls. Many 
subsequently 


closed out the corporations. 


The list released Friday cov- 


ers projects in 18 states and the 
District of Columbia. The cor- 
porations put *4,141,390 of their 
own money into the develop- 
ments and obtained FHA-in- 
sured mortgage loans totalling 
$277,593,500.

Kay after the latter had announced that a 
group in the Eisenhower cabinet would re- 
view the Pick-Sloan plan for Missouri River 
development in the program of flood control, 
expanded irrigation and generation of power.

intimation by the secretary that he does not 


approve. I do not see how there can be a 
change of plan now with the program 20 to 25 
per cent complete."

power in the basin in connection with the 
construction of the big dams on the main 
stem, why not say so and let the storm break 
around his head. 


Ft. Peck was completed years ago. Ft. 


Randall is 90 per cent finished. Garrison and 
Gavin's Point are well along. Only Oahe, a 
key structure, is in the beginning stages and 
there the work has progressed to 15 per cent 
of completion, with millions expended. 


If the people of the Missouri Basin are 


awake they will lose little time in letting 
Secretary McKay know that it is a trifle 
tardy to begin a new study of a plan now 
well along toward realization, a program of 
vital importance to the basin. 


Nebraska's Mentally III 


Better A Crumb 


Than Nothing 


The most difficult problem confronting the 


Nebraska State Board of Control, in charge of 
the institutions housing state's wards, is di- 
rection and supervision of the institutions for 
the mentally ill. 


That situation has improved greatly in re- 


cent years, thanks to provision for a long 
range building program which has relieved 
-the three mental hospitals at Hastings, Nor- 
folk, and Lincoln of the pressures created by 
over-crowding, lack of buildings to take care 
of patients awaiting admission, and in general 
a hopelessly obsolete physical plant. Thanks 
to new construction expanding the available 
facilities for care and treatment of the 
mentally ill, there has been notable progress 
In catching up with the backlog of those 
needing and awaiting care. 


But provision for more ample, modern 


quarters has not solved the problem of the 
eare of the mentally ill by any means. There 
have been repeated claims made that the in- 
stitutions are under-staffed, staff members 
themselves underpaid. So earlier in the week 
it announced after a meeting between Gov. 
Crosby and the members of the Board of 
Control that there would be a revision of sal- 
aries. It was not to be an across the board 
increase although we assume that salary re- 
quirements will reflect a substantial increase 


Of Men And Things 


By J. E. LAWRENCE 


One of the most disturbing developments in 


Washington in these critical weeks of 1954 is 
the disposition both on the part of Congress 
and the Chief Executive to postpone decisions. 
At his press conference Thursday, Mr. Eisen- 
hower furnished an excellent example. This 
despite the President's plea Thursday night 
for his legislative pregram. 


* 
At the press conference he talked about the 


reciprocal trading agreement program. No, 
he told newsmen, he has not given up his 
idea of a three-year extension of it. He would 
•ettle with this 83rd Congress, however, for a 
12-months extension. 
Then, presumably, 


next year he intends to 
ask Congress for a three- 
year extension. Either the 
President is ducking a 
showdown, which might 


entail a defeat for him, or he is terribly naive. 
His difficulty with Congress over the recipro- 
cal trading agreement program cannot be 
charged to Democratic opposition. The Demo- 
crats are committed to that program. They 
have supported it ever since Cordell Hull 
urged the American people to adopt it as a 
means of stimulating trade with other coun- 
tries. The opposition to the reciprocal trad- 
ing agreement program has come from Re- 
publicans — from the powerful conservative 
bloc in the Republican party which tradition- 
ally and consistently has favored a "high 
protective" tariff. It is right within his own 
party where Mr. Eisenhower has trouble, 
mounting trouble, with high tariff members 
becoming more and more conscious that the 
hour may be here to do away with a pro- 
gram they never have liked, a step Mr. Eisen- 
hower knows could be most costlv. 


* 
Now, Mr. Eisenhwoer may talk to his 


heart's content about the desirability of trad- 
Ing with mvt friends, but until he nukes up 
his mind to pinpoint the Republican tariff 
bloc in Congress blocking him, it will con- 
tinue to tie him in a dozen knots. He has a 
weapon which he could use to get the three- 
year extension which he says he wants, but 
for some reason he avoids wing it 


* 
It will be too late next year for the Presi- 


dent to exert pressure upon his fellow Repub- 
licans as the price for his own support. He 
stands much less chance to win in 1955 than 
in 1954. Just now the fall elections arc dis- 
rupting the President's legislative program 


far more than the President 
seems to realize. Where he 
and bis secretary of agricul- 
ture insist upon a sliding 
scale of price supports for 


farm commodities, his party in Congress 
wants nothing of it and insists, so far as the 
House Agriculture Committee is concerned. 
upon a one-year extension of 1hc present pro- 
gram. which means again postponement of 
decision." Nor did the President hcip him- 
self with an unnecessary reference to "good 
or bad politics" in connection with the farm 
program. There is far more to the farm 
issue than politics.

in money needs. There is this to be said. In 
prudent spirit Nebraska never has been lavish 
in salary matters. It has kept a pretty close 
rein on the purse strings. 


The issue raised is not limited solely to 


the question of financial remuneration, it 
would seem. Dr. Sandritter, who^is superin- 
tendent at Ingleside at Hastings, and who has 
been most out-spoken in his discussion of Ne- 
braska's mental hospitals, leans heavily to 
the belief that by proper psychiatric care and 
treatment the state's financial burden in the 
care of the mentally ill could be stabilized or 
reduced possibly. He has expressed a great 
deal of confidence that through psychiatric 
treatment many patients now wards of the 
state could be cured and relieved. But that 
calls for more doctors, specialists; and if the 
qualifications are to be what they should it 
means more appealing salaries. 


We assume that the Board of Control is giv- 


ing increasing attention to this matter of 
cure of the mentally ill through adequate 
psychiatric treatment. 
The experience in 


other states, especially states where greater 
emphasis has been placed upon this approach, 
would provide the board with invaluable in- 
formation. 


Mental illness involves tragedy beyond 


words. 


There is one field where Nebraskans, 


recognizing the state's responsibility for ade- 
quate care and treatment, will not begrudge 
the required expenditure.

Maury Maverick Was 


Man For The People 


A THOUGHT FOR THE SABBATH 


Stories Of Famous Hymns 


WASHINGTON — A g r e a t 


Tt-xan died the other day. His 
grandfather Maverick put his 
name on the "maverick" steer 
that jumps herds and wanders 
at will over the plains; and 
Maury Maverick, his grandson, 
was just as free, just as inde- 
pendent and just as fearless as 
either his grandfather or the 
steers on which he puts his 
name. 


Maverick died an early death 


because he was always in the 
front line of every battle. He 
died an early political death be- 
cause he took on the big power 
companies, the bir racketeers— 
people who had plenty of money 
to defeat him for re-election. 


And he died physically last 


week because he came out of 
World War I, his breast covered 
with 
ribbons and 
his body 


covered with wounds. A hole 
as big as his fist remained in 
his back. He was too far out 
in front in France as he was in 
politics. 


Those who suffer from cancer 


probably don't know it, but it 
was Maury Maverick, a vigorous 
young congressman from Texas, 
who, in the New Deal days, 
pioneered the first government 
appropriation for cancer 
re- 


search. 
His legislation set up 


the cancer institute. 


He campaigned lor the Ten- 


nessee Valley, for slum clear- 
ance, back nearly ?0 years ago 
when the going was tough. And 
he crusaded for 50.000 planes 
and 100,000 pilots three years 
before Pearl Harbor when people 
scoffed at such fantastic, un- 
needed goals. 


And being out in the front line 


of political battle, the big in- 
terests of Texas knocked him 
off when he came up for re- 
election. After that he became 
mayor of San Antonio, and 
along the little muddv river that 
runs through the heart of that 
sprawling Spanish city, you will 
find today a great monument to 
Maury "Maverick. 


It doesn't bear his name. Later 


generations may forget that he 
ever had any connection with 
it. .But Mayor Maverick trans- 
formed the slums along the slug- 
gish San Antonio river into a 
replica of an old Spanish village 
and one of the most beautiful 
spots in Texas. 


Maury has been out of politics 


in these later years. Ke sat like 
Ty Cobb or Babe Ruth on the 
sidelines while Texas went Re- 
publican, while the reactionaries 
ate high-on-the-hog in Austin, 
while the oil men financed Mc- 
Carthy in Washington. And he 
was diccouraged. 
But when I 


saw him in San Antonio a few- 
weeks ago he reported that a 
first glimmer of light was com- 
ing back to Texas. Just as that 
glimmer came.over the political 
horizon of the 
Texas plains 


Maury Maverick died.

"And Vice President Nixon. 
I was going to say Secretary of 
State Knowland, Secretary of 
State Nixon. and Secretary of 
State Dulles, leaving some state 
of confusion. This is what I call 
foreign policy by the platoon 
system. 


"I don's mean to be derisive 


about it," Stevenson continued, 
"But Secretary of State Dulles 
has a serious problem—which is 
to maintain the continuity of 
public support and understand- 
ing of what our national policies 
are. And it's of infinite impor- 
tance to all of us, whether we're 
Republicans 
or D e m o c a t s . 


That's of secondary concern. The 
main concern is that we have a 
common policy, that we know 
where we're going and that we 
support it as united people.

His 
church overlooked New York harbor and thousands 
of seamen, entering and leaving port, attended his 
services each year. In order to reach the hearts of 
those men he wrote a hymn picturing Jesus as the 
Divine Pilot, guiding men and women through the 
perils of the sea of life. 


We do not know that the Rev. William O. 


Gushing wrote "The Anchored Soul" especially for 
sailors, but it proved very popular with seamen 
who dropped in at evangelistic meetings at which 
it was sung. The Rev. Robert Lowry wrote the 
music. He also supplied the hymn-tune for Mrs. 
Hawks' matchless song, "I Need Thee Every Hour."

The state railway commission 


denied the major portion ol the 
rate increase requested by the 
Northwestern 
Bell 
Telephone 


company in an application filed 
•Ian. 19 and heard in March. 


Telephone subscribers at Fre- 


mont and North Platte and in 
certain other communities will 
pay higher rates, however, as the 
result of re-classification of their 
exchanges because of growth in 
the number of users. 


Fremont 
and North Platte, 


vrhich have been in the 2,500-to- 
5,000 telephone class now move 
up into group "F," 
the 5,000- 


10,000 class. Present rate for one- 
party residence service in those 
cities is $4.20 per month. 


The rate for similar service in 


the higher classification is $5 per 
month. 


$126,000 Additional Income 


The company had requested 


rate increases and changes which 
would have yielded an estimated 
$995,009 a year in additional rev- 
enue. The commission, however, 
allowed , increases and changes 
which" will bring in only about 
$126,000 a year in additional in- 
come. " 


Such a return upon investment 


would attract the capital required 
for plant additions and improve- 
ments, the commission added. 
The commission said that on a 
rate base of $33,157,936, which 
includes net book cost of plant 
end equipment, -materials and 
supplies, plus an allowance for 
cash working capital, the current 
earnings would permit a return 
of 6.05 per cent. Without the al- 
lowance for working capital, the 
rate base would be $33,916,742, 
and the return would be 6.27 
per cent. 


On the 
company's 
claimed 


fate base of $35,635,849, the re- 
turn would be 5.97 per cent. On 
a rate base of $47,868,640, figured 
on replacement cost of the prop- 
erty less depreciation 
reserve, 


and including materials and sup- 
plies and working capital, the re- 
turn would be 4.44 per cent. 


The commission said that if the 


company's projected figures had 
been used, the telephone users 
in effect would be paying a re- 
turn to the company on some 
property in which no investment 
had yet been made.

Compensation 
For Snowstorm 
Injuries Upheld 


The Supreme Court ruled that 


Arthur E. Anderson, salesman 
for the Conger Sales Co., whole- 
sale grocery firm at Superior, 
was entitled to workmen's com- 
pensation as the result of in- 
juries during a snowstorm in 
March, 1952. 


The high court modified the 


benefits allowed by the District 
Court, however. 


The District Court allowed $26 


for 21% weeks immediately fol- 
lowing the accident, S6.50 for par- 
tial disability for another 278% 
weeks, and S321 for doctor bills. 


The Supreme Court credited the 


company for the $559 allowed for 
the 21% weeks following the ac- 
cident, because the company paid 
the employee's wages during that 
period. But for the period of par- 
tial disability, the high court in- 
creased the allowance from $6.50 
per week to $10 a week. 


The Supreme Court affirmed 


the S321 for doctor bills, and in 
addition allowed Anderson $250 
for attorney fees in connection 
with the appeal.

nied the major portion of a rate 
increase requested by the com- 
pany in an application filed Jan.

a little more for business service. 


"The only increases allowed ad- 


justments in rates in a few ex- 
changes where, because growth in 
the number of telephones, present 
rates are lower than those in com- 
parable sized exchanges., 


"Until we have an opportunity 


for further study of the order," 
Arstad said, "We are unable to 
determine what action will be re- 
quired to fulfill our responsibilities 
for the communications needs of 
Nebraska."

On June 1, the state had $14,- 


500,000 invested in government 
securities and $18,852,258 depos- 
ited in banks.

The board for rivers and har- 
bors knocked out of the plan a 
provision for local interests to 
make a cash contribution of 
$11,155. 


However, the North 
Dakota 


Highway Commission, Mandan 
and the Lower Heart River Water 
Conservation and Flood Control 
District are expected to carry out 
work expecte'd to cost an addi- 
tional $434,505. 


The board's approval 
means 


the project will be submitted to 
Major Gen Samuel D. Sturgis, 
chief of engineers, who must pass 
on it before it can be submitted 
to Congress.

Aiken (R-Vt) told the Senate 
Friday that "erroneous figures" 
were used to push through a 35- 
million-dollar increase in rural 
electrification funds last week. 


Aiken blamed 
Clyde Ellis, 


executive manager of the Na- 
tional Rural Electric Cooperative 
Assn., for what he called the 
"inaccurate picture" and "last 
minute pressure barrage on the 
Senate." 


The 35 million increase was 


, approved by a narrow 42-40 vote 
with most Democrats supporting 
it and most Republicans opposed. 
It was included in the big annual 
farm money bill. 


Sponsored By Demos 


Aiken noted that the amend- 


ment was sponsored -by three 
Democratic senators 
who are 


candidates for re-election: Doug- 
las of Illinois, Humphrey of Min- 
esota and Gillette ol Iowa. 


He said Ellis signed a telegram 


to. most farm co-operatives on 
June -1, the day before the vote, 
-urging them to telegraph sena- 
: tors to support the increase. 


Since the vote and testimony 


before. Senate and House com- 
mittee, Aiken said he has learned 
that the plea for increased loan 
funds was based on estimated 
demands for 18 months rather 
tshan needs for a 12-month 
period. 


'Miscalculation' 


"The purpose of this miscal- 


culation was undoubtedly 
to 


give the House and Senate the 
impression that the administra- 
tion loan funds request was 
wholly inadequate,'* Aiken said. 


Aiken said Ellis, "signer of the 


telegrams has assured me that 
althoagh other people play poli- 
tics, he does not." 


Aiken questioned this saying:

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FOA Chief Stossen Brands McCarthy 'Ev/f,' Charges 'Recfefess 


WASHINGTON (INS) — Foreign 


Operations Administrator Harold 
E. Stassen hurled another blast 
Friday night at Sen. Joseph R. Mc- 
Carthy branding him as "evil and 
his charges as "reckless." 


Stassen took issue with Mc- 


Carthy's remarks at Friday's ses- 
sion of the Army-McCarthy hear- 
ings in which the Wisconsin Re- 
publican said Stassen's agency has 
a "new protective device" to keep 
information from Congress. 


The FOA chief declared in a 


statement that "McCarthy's reck- 
less charges of today relative to 
an FOA manual order 
outlining 


simple government procedures are 
another example of his attempt to 
divert attention from his own ex- 
posure through false statements 
about others." 


To keep the record straight, as- 


serted Stassen. "President Eisen- 
hower's executive order 10501 is- 
sued last year required a down 
grading 
and 
declassification 
of 


government documents that makes 
jt possible for American citizens 
to know more, not less, about what 
their government is doing." 


'More Imformation' 


He said it "prevents the misuse 


of classification which might ham- 
per the freedom of information so 
vifal to the preservation of our 
form of government." 


The administration official con- 


tinued : 


"The FOA manual order which 


Sen. 
McCarthy referred to was is- 


sued back in March to implement | 
the President's orders for more' 
information to the public. 


"It is a document that is not 


classified in any way and over 


5,000 copies of it have been dis- 
tributed 
throughout 
Washington 


and overseas and to other U. S. 
government agencies. 


'Dangerous Trend' 


"It limits the protection of in- 


formation to necessary situations 
and facilitates the policy of more 
information to the public. It spe- 
cifically states 'care should be 
exercized whenever the designa- 
tion "official use only" is utilized 
to avoid improper and unnecessary 
use of this protective device.' " 


McCarthy said the notation "for 


official use only" on FOA data 
means that such material cannot go 
outside that agency. He called this 
"an indication of a most danger- 
ous trend," and said "if it con- 
tinues it will mean that Congress 
will be operating completely in the 
dark." 


Stassen, however, said that "Mc- 


Carthy is only angry because he 
did not have any sources for ille- 
gal leaks within the loyal and 
efficient 
FOA organization and 


cannot practice his maliciousness 
here." 


He added: "The FOA organiza- 


tion is effectively carrying out the 
policies of the President and the 
Congress for the good of America 
and is shunning the evil of Mc- 
Carthy." 


McCarthy and Stassen have long 


been at odds on the question of 
giving American aid to nations 
doing business 
with Communist 


China and other areas behind the 
Iron Curtain. 


The Wisconsin Republican con- 


tends that all such aid should be 
immediately cut off. Stassen main- 
tains, however, that trade in non- 
strategic materials does not help 
the Red plan of conquest.

Walters, told The Star that the 


oaie year ago. 


"On July 2, last year, hail took 


a tremendous area," he sa id. 
"The storm 10 to 19 miles wide, 
came across from northwest to 
southeast. It took better than 
half of the w h e a t which was 
good at that time. There was 
about 1 $4 million loss." 


Walters explained that the hail 


produced conditions in which 
what mosaic thrived. The mo- 
saic was abundant in the volun- 
teer wheat in the hail-damaged 
fields. It then blew into the new 
wheat when it came up last fall, 
killing a large part of the crop. 


He said this trouble was fol- 


lowed by a severe infestation of 
the pale western cutworm which 
this spring killed lots of wheat, 
oats and barley. The spring.grain 
crops, in many places, had been 
planted where the wheat had 
been killed out in the fall. 
Further 
complications 
were 


caused by dry weather through- 
out the fall, winter and early 
.spring. There has also been root 
rot in and out of the mosaic 
area. 


The 
crowning blow 
to the 


wheat crop in the county came 
last week. 
Walters said they 


did have MOM good wheat In 
the northeast corner near Dlx, 
In the northwest corner near 
Bushnell and southwest corner. 


The hail storm "took the little 


dab of wheat we did have," 
Walters said. It varied from five 
to seven miles wide, traveling 
across the county from south- 
west to northeast, and hit prac- 
tically all the wheat in its path. 


Walters said about three mil- 


lion bushels is a normal wheat 
crop for the county. 


"If we get 250,000 this year, 


we will be fortunate," he said.

PARIS, France (INS)—Premier 


Joseph Laniel strove desperately 
Friday night to stave off what most 
observers predicted as certain de- 
featj in Saturday's crucial vote of 
confidence in the French National 
Assembly. 


Despite the fear that the fall 


of fhe Laniel government would 
precipitate a long-political crisis1 
and hasten the end of the Geneva 
conference, many deputies, call- 
ing the result of the assembly vote 
a foregone conclusion, began spec- 
culiting on a "successor" to La- 
niel. 


Laniel, an Independent Republi- 


can, became Premier on June 30, 
1953. 
In three confidence votes 


since that time his parliamentary 
majority 
has 
dwindled. 
Last 


month, .he squeaked through by 
only • two votes. 


The Premier was not conced- 


ing defeat Friday night. He con- 
tinued his round-the-clock confer- 
enpes^with leading deputies, aim- 
Ing'for the simple majority he 
will' heed with the 627 deputies 
vote Saturday morning.

Tie Geneva conference may be 


the .cause of Lamel's fall, or para- 
doxically, it may save him. For 
many diplomats have

that should Laniel be compelled 
to resign, the Indo-China nego- 
tiations at 
Geneva would col-

Parties 
opposing Laniel—and 


some of his own ministers—have 
blasted his for not "being concili- 
atory enough" at Geneva. But 
none of his antagonists have come 
up with an Indo-China plan which 
would be acceptable to an assem- 
bly majority. Thus, Laniel may 
be retained, almost by default. 


But this was only one pcjssibil- 


Ity, more probably, according to 
parliamentary observers, erough 
deputies would risk a long cri- 
sis to vote against the Laniel ad- 
ministration. 


Friday, according to the French 


Constitution, was the "day of re- 
flection" the deputies must have 
before voting on a motion of con- 
fidence.

For many, however, it was a 


day of speculation. Several leg- 
islators openly discussed the names 
of men most likely to be asked

Pierre Mendes-Frances, the ra-

strongly Wednesday night that only 
the return of the powerful So- 
cialites—104 deputies—to partici- 
pation in a coalition government 
would induce him to accept the 
prime ministry. 


Laniel's foreign minister, Geor- 


ges Bidault, also was mentioned, 
but it has been Bidault's state- 
ments at Geneva that have pro- 
voked the ire of many deputies. 
Former Foreign Minister Rob-

LOS ANGELES (Jl — America's 


master of the mile, Wes Santee. 
defeated Jpsy Barthel. the Olym- 
pic champion in 4:00.7 and hefty 
Parry O'Brien again made a mock- 
ery of the 60-foot mark in shot put, 
heaving the ball to a new 60-foot 
10-inch world record, in the AAU 
district meet Friday night. 


Santee won by an estimated 50 


yards and did it on a slow track 
with the third fastest time in his- 
tory. 


O'Brien pock marked the shot 


put pit with 60-foot-plus throws, 
and beat his accepted world rec- 
ord of 59-2V4 as well as his 60-5Y4 
set a month ago. 


While O'Brien was tossing past 


the world 
record 
promiscously, 


Santee fell just a tenth of a second 
short of his best mark. 


Comparatively, the time was im- 


pressive but brought a letdown to 
the 10,000 or so fans gathered in 
Memorial Coliseum. Just a week 


ago the lanky farm lad from Kan- 
sas ran the mile in 4:00.6. 


Any dream of approaching Roger 


Bannister's record 3:59.4 began to 
fade when Santee began to lag in 
the drive down the final 100 yards 
to the tape. 


Just as the 4-minute goal blew 


up, so did the heralded duel be- 
tween Santee and the European 
champion. Barthel's famed finish- 
ing kick failed to explode and San- 
tee quickly raced far ahead. 


"I thought the track was a 


fraction heavy. I always thought 
I could beat Bartbel, although I 
knew he would be touch/' said 
Santee. 


"I was running first to win and 


secondly for the record," Santee 
continued. "I knew Barthel had 
a great kick but I didn't think 
it was better than mine." 


Barthel. tired and breathing 


rather heavily, merely said: "It's 
too early for me to run my best 


race." 


Barthel 
has 
just completed 


studies in engineering at Harvard 
and this was his first real com- 
petition of the year outdoors. It 
was only the third time in his 
life that he has been beaten 
at a mile or his favorite event, 
1,500 meters. 


Santee, who may have run his 


last race of the season—he goes 
into summer training witb the 
Marine Corps next Monday—was 
unofficially timed on his indivi- 
dual laps in 59.5. 60.0, 60.5 and 
60.7. 


O'Brien sent the crowd into a 


roar when he threw 60-6 on his 
fourth try, thus eclipsing his 
previous best of 60-5%, set at 
this same coliseum site earlier 
this year. 
His accepted world 


record, set in 1953, is 59-2V4. 


He started his 60-foot string 


Friday night with 60-5 Vi: on his 
third throw. His fifth was 60 


feet 
J/4 inch and then he let 


loose his greatest throw. 


The handsome 
ex-University 


of Southern California star, now 
competing for the Los Angeles 
Athletic Club, has broken his 
own accepted mark in six meets 
so far this year, and is pointing 
for even greater distances in the 
national AAU championships at 
St. Louis next week. 


He made his 60-10 mark on his 


sixth and final toss. 


Still in his sweat suit, with no 


official warmups, O'Brien started 
off by tossing the 16-pound ball 
57 feet 3 inches. 


From Santa 
Monica, Calif., 


O'Brien tfeighs 225 pounds and 
stands 6 feet 2 inches. 


Santee's time was the third 


fastest in history but still just 
back of his time of 4:00.6 rec- 
orded a week ago at Compton, 
Calif. 


The night was chilly. A crowd 


estimated 
at 10.000 gave the 


runners a roar of encouragement. 


The time at 1320 yards was 3 


minutes flat, and it appeared 
Santee or Barthel might hit the 
magic 4-minute mile. 


Santee opened up a sudden 


burst of speed 220 yards from the 
finish and left the little Olympic 
champion far behind. 


But just as a week ago. 22- 


year-old Wes seemed to tie up 
about 100 yards from the finish. 


He was clocked officially at 


3:43.6 for the 1,500 meters as 
compared to his 3:42.8 for the 
same distance last week. 


Bjorn Bogerud of Norway was 


third and Store Landvquist of 
Sweden fourth in the race. Nei- 
ther was ever a strong threat and 
the finish of neither was caught 
by the timers. 


A fifth and added starter, Paul 


Carlin, a half miler from Wyo- 


ming, set a fast early pace but 
dropped out of contention at the 
end of 880 yards. 


The race was clocked at 59.3 


for the first quarter, 1:59.4 for the 
880, 3:00 for the three-quarters 
and 4:00.7 for the four laps. 


Carlin hit off the p»ce quickly, 


with 27-year-old Barthel and San- 
tee trailing just a stride or so be- 
hind in that order. 


The race was run in much this 


fashion until well past the 880- 
yard mark. Landvquist made one 
rush to the lead, and then Santee 
and Barthel took over. 


Barthel took a two-stride lead 


as they entered the final lap, but 
midway down the back stretch 
Santee pulled abreast and they 
raced head and head for a few 
steps. 


Then Santee let loose with his 


finishing kick, only to have it die 
out in the final phases.

Court ruled that the trial court 
cannot limit time of commitment 
and the defendants sought a new 
trial. 


"A child charged with delin- 


quency is entitled to be pro- 
ceeded against in the manner 
provided by statute and is en- 
titled to the safeguards essential 
to a fair and impartial trial," 
the court held. 


It has been the custom in some 


juvenile delinquency cases for 
courts to keep them informal, of- 
ten with no defense attorney and 
no record of testimony taken.

Sen. Flanders Demands McCarthy Ouster As Committee Head 


WASHINGTON (JH~ Sen. Fland 


ers (R-Vt) demanded that th 
Senate strip Sen. McCarthy o 
his investigative powers as 
committee chairman until Me 
Carlhy purges 
h i m s e l f of 
"contempt" by 
a n s w e r - 
ing "charges" 
made against 
him in 1952. 


B e f o r e de- 


livering this 
open challenge 
on the Senate 
floor, Flanders 
confronted the 
Wisconsin sen- 
ator at the Me- 
Flanders 


Carthy-Army hearings and servec 
written notice that he intended 
to make the address. 
It was 


Flanders' third speech agains 
McCarthy in recent weeks. 


McCarthy's first comment was 


"I don't have enough interest in 
any Flanders speech to listen tc 
it." Shown a copy of the address 
later, he remarked: 


"I think they should get a man 


with a net and take him to a good 
quiet place." 


Flanders Smiles 


Flanders smiled when he hearc 


about this and said, "Oh, he mus 
think I'm a butterfly who ough 
to be carried to a quiet place.' 


In calling for McCarthy's ouster 


as chairman of the Governmen 
Operations Committee and its in- 
vestigations subcommittee, Fland 
ers asserted McCarthy is in con- 
tempt of "the whole Senate" be 
cause of his refusal to appear 
two years ago before a Senate 
group which investigated his fin- 
ances and other activities. 


"It is no defense to call the 
charges a 'smear,' " the 73- 
year-old . Vermonter said. 
"A 


smear is a most annoying thing 
and one which is perhaps 
would not speak definitely) not 
unknown to the junior senator 
from Wisconsin. 


"But there is this about a 


smear. It can be removed by 
a dry cleaning process which in- 
volves a vigorous application of 
the truth. That process the sen- 
ator was unwilling to apply. The 
smear remains, of course." 


Refers to Report 


Flanders was harking back to 


the work of a three-man Senate 
subcommittee set up in 1952 to 
investigate charges against Mc- 
Carthy by former Sen. Benton 
(D-Conn) 
and 
countercharges 


made by the Wisconsin senator. 
The subcommittee was composed 
of 
Sens. 
Hennings 
(D-Mo), 


Haydcn (D-Ariz) and Hendrick- 
son (H-NJ). 


The 
"charges'" 
atrainst Mc- 


Carthy, Flanders said, "were 
summed up in six questions, 
which the commiUce worded as 
follows:" 


"Whether under *he circum- 


stances it was proper for Sen. 
McCarthy 
to 
receive 
$10,000 


from the Lustron Corp. (for a 
booklet about housing). 


"Whether funds supplied to 


Sen. 
McCarthy to light com- 


munism or for other specific 
purposes were diverted to his 
own use. 


"Whether Sen. McCarthy used 


close associates and members of 
his family to secret receipts, in- 
come, 
commodity and 
stock 


speculation and . other financial 
transactions for ulterior motives. 


'Special Interest Groups' 


"Whether Sen. McCarthy's ac- 


tivities on 
behalf 
of certain 


special interest groups, such as 
housing, sugar and China were 
motivated by self-interest. 


"Whether loan or other trans- 


actions Sen. McCarthy had with 
Appleton (Wis.) State Bank or 
others involved violations of the 
tax and banking laws. 


"Whether Sen. McCarthy vio- 


lated federal and state corrupt 
practice acts in connection with 
his 1944-46 senatorial campaigns 
or in connection with his deal- 
ings with Ray Kiermas (Mc- 
Carthy's 
administrative assist- 


ant.)" 


About 40 of the 96 senators 


(not including McCarthy) were 
in the Seriate when Flanders de- 
livered his brief speech. 
There 


was only one interruption: No 
senator said anything to Flanders 
alter he finished his speech.

the McCarthy-Army hearing to 
notify McCarthy of the speech 
and invite him to be present for 
a reply if he wished. 


With the air of a man crossing 


Times Square against 
traffic, 


Flanders entered the jam-packed 
hearing room and asked a Senate 
employee: 


"Where is the junior senator 


from 
Wisconsin—I mean Mc- 


Carthy?" 


When the Senator was pointed 


out, Flanders exclaimed, "There 
he is!" then walked over and 


moment McCarthy a p p e a r e d 
dumbfounded. 


Then, as Flanders appeared 


about to retire, McCarthy shouted 
that he remain and, if he had 
any 
information 
about 
the 


McCarthy-Army row, "take the 
oath, raise your right hand." 


If Flanders had "nothing ex- 


cept the usual smears," McCar- 
thy went on, he should air them 
there and not on the Senate 
floor. 


"We can't have this feudinz." 


objected Sen. Mundt 
(R-SD), 


handed him the notice. For a chairman of the hearing. 


McCarthy 
snapped 
that 
he 


wasn't feuding. He also said he 
thought a critical speech Flan- 
ders made about him last week 
was "not the result of vicious- 
ness, but because of senility." 


Flanders stood gazing stonily 


at McCarthy until Mundt in- 
structed 'him to go back among 
the spectators. 


"I retire under compulsion," 


Flanders said softly as he turned 
to go. 


Back in the Senate, Flanders 


quoted from the report of the 
subcommittee on privileges and 


elections to show that McCarthy 
turned down an opportunity to 
appear before it and testify. 


Flanders said from this it is 


clear that McCarthy stood in 
contempt of the Senate. 


Flanders then sent to the desk 


his ouster motion. 
The motion 


read, "It is moved that 
Sen. 


McCarthy be separated from the 
chairmanship of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Government Opera- 
tions and furthermore be prohi- 
bited from being chairman or 
vice chairman of any subcom- 
mittee thereof."
